As we have already pointed out, the mos.t striking 


miscomprehension about this proposed resettlement 
charter is the question of authority and control. 


..... The general theory of the resettlement, as we hnve 


been taught to view it, was one of joint action foi 
the good of the traction interests between the com-- 
pany and the city commission. We find in effect, 
from an inspection of this franchise, that tliv city's 


power to exert an influence over the property is 
very vague, while the power of the company is vevy 
specific. 


Some members of the city government .have 


already expressed an intention to refuse to approve 
an indeterminate franchise. We think that this in- 
tention should be adhered to by the city adminis- 
tration. The company would appear to be entitled 
to a resettlement of its franchise rights, on such 
terms as the company and the city, on an intelligent 
basis, can freely arrive at. Hut there should be no 
"forever" about it. 


It happens that the company needs us and we 


need the company. But neither one needs the other 
so bad as to make a bad bargain. 
We should be 


able to insure against Ihe gambles of business in 
the future as far as possible. But neither one should 
be a victim of the other.—The—forever" part of this 
proposed franchise is not much alleviated by a city 
option that could be exerted only once in ten years.

"The very heart and center of the old Slay power 


was in tho triangular territory between the Danube, the 
Dravo an'd the long, slender Lake Balaton, Gradually 
through the centuries the Magyars or Hungarians have 
pushed .the Slavs from this territory forcing them south 
and west. Naturally, bitterness 'has been, engendered. 
The Mur and Dravo rivers became the racial boundary 
for 150 miles, but the peace conference recognized" UFat
